therefore it fights but as a maymed ſouldier. And the ſpirit is conti- 


nually confirmedand increafed by the holy Ghoſt: alſo it is lively and 


ſtring, and the vertue of it is Iike muske; one graine whereof will give 


a ſtronger ſwell, then many ounces. of other perfumes, Some may lay, 
that the godly man doth more feele the fleſh then the ſpirit: and chere 
fore that the fleſh is every way more then the ſpirit. I anſwere, that we 
mult not meaſuge our eſtate by feeling , which may eaſily deceive us. A 
man ſhal fecle a paine which is but in the top of his finger, more ſenſibly 
then the health - —— whole bodie: yet the health of the no is more 
then the paineof a finger.

the mind, ana leadmg me captiue to the law of ſame. By reaſon of this action 
ofthe ſleſh. the man regeuerate is like to one in a ſlumber troubled with 
the diſeaſe called Ephta/res or the mare: whothinkes that he feeles ſome- 
thing lying on his breaſt as heavic as a mountaine: and would faine 
bave it away, whereupon he ſtrives and labours by hands and voyceto 
remove it, but for his life can not do it. Age 

On che contrarie, the luſting of the ſpirit containes two other acti- 


ons. The firſt is to beget good meditations, motions, inclinations, and 
deſires in the mind, will, and affectious.

That the manner of this fight may more clearely appeare, we muſt 
examine it more particularly. In the ſoule of man there be two ſpeciall 
parts, the mind and the will. | 5 16 
In the mind there is a double combat. The firſt is betweene know. 
ledge of the word of God, and naturall ignotance or blindneſſe For ſee- 
ing we do in this life know but in part: therefore knowledge of the 
truth muſt needs be ioyned with ignorance in all that are inlightned: 
and one of theſe being contraricto an other, they ſtrive to overlhadow 
and overcaſt ech other. h wy 5 
Hence we may learne the cauſe why excellent divines do varie in di- 
verſe points of religion: and it is, becauſe in this combat, naturall blind - 
neſſe yet remaining, prevailes more or leſſe. Men that are dimme ſigh- 
ted and can not diſcerne without ſpectacles, if they be ſet to diſcry a 
thing a farre off, the moſt of them would be of diverſe opinions ol it. 
And men inlightened and regenerate in this life, do but ſee 4:5» « glaſſe 
darkely. Againe, this mult teach all ſtudents of divinitie often to ſuſpect 
themſelves in their opinions and defences: ſecing in them that are of 
ſoundeſt iudgement the light of their underſtanding is mixed with 
darkneſle of ignorance. And they can in many points ſee but as the man 
in the Goſpelt , who when our Saviour Chriſt had in part opened his 
eyes, ſaw men walking, not as men, ur = the forme of treer. Alſo this 
mult teach all that read the Scriptures to mvocate and call vppon the 
name of God, that he would inlighten them by his ſpirie, & aboliſh the 
miſt of naturall blindneſſe. The Prophet David was worthily inlighte- 
ned with the knowledge of Gods word , ſo as he excelled the auncient 
and his owneteachers in wiſedome: yet being privie to himſelfe touch · 
ing his owne blindneſſe, often praicth in the Pſalmes, /nlrghten my cyes 
thet I may underſtand the wonders of thy law. 0 | 
By reaſon of this fight, hen naturall blindneſle prevailes; the child 
of God truly inlightened with knowledge to life everlaſting . may erre 
not only in lighter points, but even in the very foundation of religion, 
as the Corinthians and the Galathians did. And as one man may erre, 
fo an hundred men may alſo: yea a whole particular Church; and 3s

ons Cliurch tuny erra, ſo an hundred more may, For in reſpect of this 
combate, — & condition of all men is alike, 8 
that the Church militant vpon earth is ſabiect to errour. But yet as the 
diſeaſes of the bodie be of two ſorts : ſome curable, and ſome incurable 
which are to death; ſo likewiſe errours are. And the Church though it 
be ſubic to ſundry fals, yet it can noterrein foundation to death: the 
errots of (Gods children be curable. Some may here ſay, If all men and 
Churches be ſubiect to errour, then it ſhall not be good to ioyne with 
any of them, but to ſeparate from them all. I anſwere, though they may 
and do erre, yet we mult not ſeparate from them, ſo long as they do not 
ſeparate from Chriſt. | 
The ſecond combat in the mind, is betwene faith and unbeliefe. For ; 
faith is imperfe, and mixt with the contrarie, unbeliefe, preſuming, 
doubting, &c. As the man in the Goſpell ſaith , Lord, 1 beleeve , helpe 
unbeliefe |

By reaſon of this fight , when unbeliefe prevailes, the very child of 
Gade fall into fits and pangs of diſpaire: as Iob and David in their 
ions did. For David once conſidering the proſperitie ofthe wic- 
ed, brake out into this ſpeech, 8 have clenſed mine hart in dine, Pſal.23. 13. 
and waſbed mine hands m umocencie;Y cagthis diſpaire may be ſo extreame, 
that it ſhall weaken the bodie and conſume it, more then any ſickneſle. 
No man is to thinkethis ſtrange in the child of God. For though he diſ- 
paire of his election and ſalvation in Chriſt, yet his deſperation is nei · 
ther totall nor finall, It is not total,, becauſe he doth not diſpaire with 
his whole heart, faith even at that inſtant luſting againſt diſpaire. It is 
not fall, becauſe he ſhall recover before the laſt end of his life, 

To proccede, the combat in the will is this. The will partly willech 
nd partly nilleth that which is good at the ſame inſtant: and fo like 
wiſe it willeth and mlleth that which is evill : becauſe it is partly re- 
generate and partly unregenerate. The affections likewiſe, which are 
Pr in the will, partly imbrace and partly cſchew their obiects: as 

partly loveth, ad partly doth not loue God and things to be loved: 
feare is mixed and not pure (as ſchoolemen have dteamed) but partly 
filial, partly ſer vil, cauſing tlie child of God to ſtand in awe of God, not 
onely for his mercies, but alſo for his wdgements and puniſhments, 
The will of a man regenerate is like him that hath one legge ſound, the 
other lame: who in erery ſtep which he makes, doth not wholly halt 
or wholly go upright, but partly go upriglit and partly halt. Or like a 
man in a boat on the water: who,gocth upward becauſe he is carried 
upward by the veſlcll: and at the ſame time goes downeward, becauſe 
he walkes downeward.in! the ſame veſſell at the ſame inſtant. If any 1 _ _.. 
ſhall Gay that contraries can not be in the ſame ſubiect: the anſwere is, 2 Fo 
that they can not, if one of them be mw tull ſtrength * in the higheſt inen 
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degree: but if the force of them both be delayed and weakened , they

y reaſon of this combat, when corruption prevailes againſt grace in 
the will and affeQions , there ariſeth in the godly a certaine deadveſſe or 
hardneſſe of heart, which is nothing elſe but a want of ſenſe or feeling, 
Some may ſay, that this is a fearefull judgement: but the anſwere us, that 
there be two kinds of hardneſleof heart: one which poſſeſſeth the hart, 
and is never felt: this is in them, who have their conſciences ſeared with 
an hote-yron; who by reaſon of cuſtome in ſinne are paſt all feeling, 
who likewiſe deſpiſe the meanes of ſoftening their hearts. And indeede 
this is a fearefull iudgement. There is an other hardneſſe of heare which 
is felt: and this is not ſo daungerous as the former: for as we feele our 
ſickneſſe by contrary life and health-ſo hardneſſe of hart whenit is felt, 
argues quickneſſe of grace, and ſoftneſſe of heart. Of thisDavid often 
complained in the Pſalmes: of this the children of Iſraell ſpeake when 
they ſay, W hy haſt thos hardened our hearts from thy wayes? 

Thus much of the manner of the combat in particular: before we 
proceede any further, let us marke the iſſue of it, which is to prevaile 
againſt the fieſh, 

The ſpirit prevailes againſt the fleſh at two times: in thecourſeof a 
mans life, and at his ent, but yet with ſome foiles received. 

I fay the ſpirit prevailes not in one inſtant , but in the whole courſe 
of a mans life. So Cohn Gith, He which is begotten of God merh nor: for 
he preſerveth himſelfe: the grace of God in his heart ordinarily prevai- 
ling in him, And Paul makes it the propertie of the man to 
wake according to the ſpirit, which is not now and then to makea ſteppe 
forward, but to keepe his ordinarie courſe in the way of godlineſſe. As 
in going from Barwicke to London, it may bea man now and then will 
go amiſſe: but he ſpeedily returnes to the way againe and his courſe ge» 
nerally ſhall be right. | 

Againe. the ſpirit prevailes in the end ofa mans life. For then the fleſh 


is utterly aboliſhed, & ſanQification accompliſhed: becauſe nouncleane

his further muſt be conceived, that when the ſpirit prevailes, it is 
not without reſiſtance and ſtrwing: as Paul teſtificth, / do or the good 
which I would but the evill which | would not ibat do J. Which is not 
to be underſtood only of thoughts and inward motions (as ſome would 
have it) nor of particular offences : but of the generall praftiſe of his 
dutie or calling, through the whole courſe of his life. And it is like the 
practiſe of a fike man, who having recoverediof ſome grievous diſeaſe, 
walkesa turne or twaine about his chamber;faying, ah, I would faine 
walke up and downe but I can not: meaning not that he can not walke 
at all, but fignitying that he can not walke'aghe would, being 2

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Iadded further, that this previlliig is with ſoy les. M foyle ir, when 
the fleſh for the time vanquiſheth and ſubdueth the ſpirit. In this caſe; 
che man regenerateis like a ſouldier;thde with blow hath his brain- 
cracked, ſo as he lies 2roveling aſtoniſhed not able to fight: orlike Em 9 
that hath a fie of the falli fickneſſewtiofors time lies like a dead man. 
Hence the queſtion may be moved, whether the — doth 
not extinguiſh the ſpirit, and fo cut off a man ftom Chnft, ol ſuch 
time as he be ingrafted againe. The anſwere is this : There be two ſorts 
of Chriſtians : one who doth vaely inſhew and name profeſſe Chriſt : 
and ſuch an one is no otherwiſe a member of Chriſts myſticall bodie, 
then a woodden legge ſet tothe bodie isa member of the bodie. The ſe- 
cond is he that in name and deed is a lively part and member of Chriſt. 
If the firſt fall, he can not be ſaid to be cut off ; becauſe he was never in · 
grafted. If the ſecond fall, he may be and is cut off from Chrift. But 
marke how:he is not wholly cut off, but in ſome part, namely in reſpect 
of the inward fellowſhip and'communion'with Chriſt , but not in re- 
ſpect of coniunction with him. A mans arme taken with the dead palſie, 
hangs by and receives no heat, life, or ſenſe from the reſt of the memb 
or from the head, yet for all this, it remaines ſtill united and coupled to 
the bodie,and may againe be recovered by plaiſters and phyſficke: ſo af- 
ter a grievous fall the child of God feeles no inward peace and comfort, 
bur is ſmitten in conſcience with the trembling of a ſpirituall palſiefor 
his offence : & yet indeed ſtill remaines before God a member of Chriſt 
in reſpectof coniunction with him, and ſhall bereſtored eo his former 
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And God permits theſe foiles — — cauſes: firſt that men

Laſtly here we may leatne the nature of ſinne, The ſpirit is not a ſub · 
ſtance but a qualitie: and therefore the fleſh which is nothing elſe but 
originall ſinne, and is contrarie to the ſpirit, mult alſo be a qualitie: for 
ſuch as the nature of one contrary is, ſuch is the other. There is in every

Firſt 
becauſe he can not commit ſinne at what time ſoever he would. Saint 
lohn faith, He that i borne of God ſameth not, neither can he ſane, became 1. Iob. 3.3. 
be is berneof God, that is. he can not ſinne at his pleaſure or when he will. 
loſeph when he was aſſaulted by Putiphars wife to adulterie; becauſe 
the grace of God abounded in him, whereby he anſwered her, ſaying, 
Shall l do this, and ſinue againſt God, lie could not then ſinne · Lot. becauſe 
tis righteous heart was grieved in ſeeing and bearing the abominations 
of Sodome, could not then ſinne as they of Sodome did, Hence it ap- 
peares, that ſuch perſons as live in the daily praRiſe of (in againſt their 
owne conſciences, (though they be profeſſpurs of the true ve religion of 
Chriſt) have no ſdnnueile of gracein them. 
Secondly the man regenerate can not ſinne in what maner he would: 
and there be two reaſons thereof. Firſt, he ean not finne with fullconſent 
of will, or with all his heart : becauſe the will ſo farre forth as it is rege · 
erate, reſiſteth and draweth backe: yea, even then when a man is caried 
headlong by the paſſions of the fleſn, he feeles ſome contrarie' . 
of a regenerate conſcience. It is a true rule thae finne doth not r:

| but, / fiad no meanes (Aar perfitely to do that which 1 would. Inthis 
point the godly man is like a priſoner that is gotten foorth of the gayle, 
and that he might eſcape the hand of the keeper , deſires and ſtrives 
with all his heart to runne an 100 miles in a day; but becauſe hee hath 
ſtraight and weightie boltes on his legges, can not for his life creepe paſt 
a mile or twaine, and that with chafing his fleſh and cormenting him- 
ſelfe. So the ſervants of God do heartily deſire, and endevour to obey 
God in all his commandements; as it is ſaid of King loſias, T har be tui 
ned to God with all his heart, with all his ſoule, wah all his might, According 
to allthe lunes of Moſes, &c. yet becauſe they are clogged with the bolts 
of the fleth, they performe obedience both ſlowly and weakely, with 
diverſe llippes and fals. 55 
A Thus much of the combat : now let us ſee what uſe may be made 
ot ih; oni ot 3:21 Wa 
Fir ſt of all, by it we learne what is the eſtate of a Chriſtian min in 
this life. A Chriſtian is not one that is free from all evill cogitationg, 
from rebellious inclinations and motions of will and aſtections, from al 
manner of (lips in his life and converſation : for ſuch an one is a mecre 
deviſe of mans braine, and not to be found upon earth. But indeed he it 
the ſound Chriſtian that feeling himſglte laden with the corruptions of 
Is vile & rebellious natute. be wailes them from his heart, & with might 
and maine fights againſt them by the grace of Gods ſpirit. Againe here 
is overthrowne the popiſh opinion of merit and iuſtification by workes 
of grace,on this manner. Such as the cauſe of workes is, ſuch are workes 
' themſelves. Thecauſe of workes in man, is the mind, will and affections 
ſanctified : in which, the fleſh and the ſpirit are mixt together, as hath 
bene ſhewed before. Therefore werkes of grace, even the belt of them 
ace mixt works, partly holy & partly ſinfull. Whereby it is eyident to a 
man that hath but cõmon ſenſe, that they arenotanſwerable to the righ- 
teaulaes of che law: and that therefore they can ncicher merit life,or any 
way wlhhea gel If any reply, that good wor kes are the 
workes of Gods ſpirit, and for that cauſe perfectly r1ghteous, Ianſweie, 
it is true indeed they. come from the holy ghoſt that cannot ſinne, but 
not only or immediatly. For they come allo fromthe corrupt miud and 
will of man, and in that reſpect become ſinntſull, as ſweet water iſſuing 
out of a pure fountaine, is by a filthy channell made corrupt. 
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Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, we do hence learne that concupiſcence or originall ſinne is 
properly and indeed ſinne after baptiſme though ie pleaſe the councell 
of Trent to d. cree otherwiſe. For after baptiſme it is flat contratie to 
the ſpirit, and rebels againſt it, Papiſts obiect that it is taken away by 
baptiſmc. e were. Ol i ginall ſinne or the fleſh is taken away in the re- 
generate thus. In it there be three things; the gꝑuilt, the puniſhment, the 
corruption: the firſt ty o are quite aboliſhed by the merit of Chriſts 
death in baptiime: the third. that is, the corruption remaines ſtill: L ut 
marke in what manner: it remaines weakened, it remaines not imputed 
to the perſon of the beleever. 

Laſtly, hereby we are taught to be watchfull in prayer. March and 
pray (ſath Chriſt) ec. for rhe ſpiris 15 ready. but the fleſh is weake.Rebecca, 
when two t wins ſtrove in her won be was troubled and ſaid , Why am 
I fo? wherefore ſhe went to aske the Lord, namely by ſome Propher. 
do when we fecle this inward fight, the bell thing is to have recourſe to 
God by prayer, and to his word, that the ſpirit may be ſtrengthened a 
gainſt the fleſh. As the children of Iſraell by compaſſing the citie of Ie - 
rico ſeven dayes, and by ſounding rammes hornes overturned the wals 
thereof: ſo by ſerious invocation of Gods name the ſpirit is confirmed, 
and the turrets and towres of the rebellious fleſh battered.

Here take heed of all manner of blaſpheming,which is, when men uſe 
ſuch ſpeeches of God, as do either detraR any ttiing from his Maieſtie, 
or aſcribe any thing to him, noe ing him: a ſinne of all other to 
be deteſted. Reaſons. I. A blaſphemer is viler then the reſt of the crea- 
tures : for they praiſe God in their kind, & ſhew forth his power, good- 
neſſe. and wiſedome: but he diſhonoureth God in his wretched ſpeech. 
IL Heis as the madde dogge that flyeth in his maſters face, who kee 
peth him and giveth him bread. III. Cuſtome in blaſphemies ſheweth 
a man to be the child of the devill, and no child of God as yet. A father 
lying on his death bed, called the three children to him which he kepe, 
and told them, that onely one of them was his owne ſonne, and that the 
reſt were onely brought up by him: therefore unto him he gave all his 
goods: but which of theſe was his naturall ſonne he would not in any 
wiſe declare. When he was dead, every one of the three children plea- 
ded that he was the ſonne, and therefore that the goods were his.

Magiſtrates and rulers ſeverally puniſh ſuch as ſhall abuſe their names, 
and they do it iuſtly: how much more then ſhould blaſphemers of Gods 
name eſcape without great puniſiment. n 

Agaige, here we mult be warned to talce heede of that cuſtomable 
ſwearing, and alſo of periurie. It is a very ſtrange ſinne: for the periured 
perſon doth not only ſinne himſelfe, but withall he endevoureth to in- 
tangle God in the ſame ſinne with himſelfe. | 

Further, take heede leaſt thou doſt either make or recite the ieſts 
which are contrived out of the phraſes of Scripture:which are very ma- 
ny and very uſually rehearſed in companie. Theoyle wherewith theta- 
bernacle and the arke of the teſtament and the Prieſts were annointed, 
was holy: and therefore no man might put it to any other ules,as to an- 
noint his owne fleſh therewith , or to make the like unto it. * Pilate a 


,poore Painym when he heard the name of the Sonne of God was afraid: 


and we much more oughe to tremble at the word of God, not to make 
our (elves merrie with it. And therefore the ſcoffing of Iulian the Apo- 
{tata is very fearefull, who was wont to reach Chriſtians boxes on the 
care, and withall, bid them turne the other, and obey their maiſters com- 
maundement, M heſocver ſhall ſinite thee on the right checke , turne to bum 
the ot her alſo. And he denied pay and like reward to his ſouldiers that 
were Chriſtians, becauſe he ſaĩd he would make them fit for the king- 
dome of heaven, conſidering that Chriſt had ſaid, Pleſſed are the poore 
in ſpi it: for theirs is the kingdome of heat en. 

Here alſo men muſt learne to take heed of all maner of charmes and 
inchantments, which commonly are nothing els but words of ſcripture 
or ſuch like, uſed for the curiug of paines and diſeaſes both in men and 
beaſts. As for example, the firſt words of Silohns Goſpell, In the begm- 
nung was the Word, and the Word was with Cod, c&c. are uſed to be written 
in a paper and hung about mens necks to cure agues. But the truth is, 


ſuch kind of practiſes are devilliſli. Patrons of charmes hold that in ſuch 


words as are either divine or barbarous,is much efficacie. But * is

this efficacie? from God? from mem? or from the devill If it ſhall be ſaid 
from God;we muſt know that the word uſed in holy manner, is the in- 
ſtrumene of God to convey unto us ſpirituall bleſſings, as faith,regene- 
ration,repentance:but it doth not ſerveto bring untous corporal health. 
Well then, belike wordes take vertue from the ſpeaker ,' and are made 
werfull by the ſtrength of his imagination. Indeed of this opinion are 


ſome Phiſitions, as Avicema and Paracelſiu, whothinke that phantaſie Por c. /ib.de 


is like tothe ſunne, which workechon all things to which his beanies do T. 
come, and the latter that by imagination miracles may bewrought:But 
this opinion is fond,and the alleaged for it are without weight. 
For imaginations are no things but ſhadows of things, And as an image 
of a man ina = hath no power in it,but only ſerves to refemble and 
repreſent the bodie of a man: fo it is with the phantafie and conceit of 
the mind and no otherwiſe. And if imagination have any force,itis on 
ly within the ſpirits & humors of a mans owne bodie: but to give force 
to worke in the bodies.of others it can not; no more then the ſhadow of 
one bodie can ordinarily cure the body of another on which ie lighteth, 
Wherefore words uſed in the way of bodily cure, be they in themſelves 
never ſo good, are no better then the devils facraments: and when they 
are uſed of blmd people, he it is, that comming under hand;worketh the 
cure, and by turning himſelfe into an angell of light, deludes them. But 
it were better for a man to die a thouſand times then to uſe ſuch reme- Ni 
dies, which in curing the bodie, deſtroy the ſoule. | 

Laſtly, avoide all imprecations and curſings, either againſt men or o- 
ther creatures : for Godin iadgement to pwniſh ſuch curſed ſpeaking, 
often brings to paſſe ſuch imprecations: as may appeare in the Jewes, 
who at the arraignment of Criſt, eried ſaying; Hus b/oud be wpon us and Mat. 25.25. 
apo our children i which imprecation is verified upon them till this day. 
At Newbargt in Germanie a certaine mother curſed her ſonne, ſaying, 
Get thee a / would thow mighteſt never come againe alreerthe very ſame Linicerns 
day he went into the water & was drowned. Againe, a mother breught . 
her child to the Vniverſitie of 2 by reaſon he was poſleſſed 
with an uncleane ſpirit : being demanded ho it came to paſſe; ſhe an- I 
ſwered in the hearing of many, that in her anger (ſheſaid; I he devil rake 
hee, and thereupon preſently the child was poſſeſſed. And in our coun- 
try men often wiſh the plague, the poxe, the peſtilence to their children, 
their ſervants; their cattellẽ and often it fals out accordingly. 

In the daies of king Edward certain Engliſh uldlers(as I am certenly 
informed by a witneſſe then preſent) being by atempeſt eaſt upon the 
ſand) on the coaſt of France, gave themſclves to praitrs, & commended 
their ſoules to God; as info great danger it was meete: but one among 
the reſt, deſperately minded went apart and cried out, ſuving.O gefow/e 
ciaime thy right, gallewſe claime thy right, Now the faid partic among 
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the reſt ( as God would have it) eſcaped ſafe to land; and afterward li- 


ving ſome ſpace of time in France, returned againe to England, where

ming of our ſpecch Ambroſe requireth three things: a yoke.a hallance, 
and a metwand: a yoke,to keepe it in ſtayed gravitie: a ballance, to give 
it weight of reaſon: a metwand, to keepe it in meaſure and moderation. 
This rule muſt be ptactiſed carefully, for the avoiding of chiding, 
brawling, and contention. Let not bing be done by contentwon, Phil. 2.3. Let

Rebuing grace iʒ not common to all men, but proper to the elect, 
aud it is a gitt ot Gods ſpirit. hereby the corruption ot ſinne is not 
only reſtrained, but alſo mui tic, and the decaicd Image of God 
reſtored. Now then the concluſion muſt only be vnderſtood of the 
ſecond, and not of the fuſt : lor though à man haue neuer ſo much 
of this reſttaining grace, yet vnleſſe he haue the ſpitit of Chriſt to 
create faith in the heart, and to ſauctiſie him, he is as farte from ſal- 
union as any other.

Natuxall is 
that whoſc beginning and obiect᷑ is in nature, that is, which ari- 
ſe hol the naturall will of man, and affecteth ſuch things as are 
thought to be good according to the liglu of nature. And this kind 
ot defire hath his degrees , yet ſo as they are all limited within the 
compaſic of nature. Some defire riches, honours, pleaſures, ſome 
learniog and : becauſe it is the light and perfection of 
the minde: ſome goe turther and ſeeke after the vertues of iuſtice, 
temperance, liberalitie, 8c. and thus many heathen men haue ex- 
celled. Some againe deſire true happineſſe, as Balaam did, ho 
wiſhed to dye the death of the righteous: becauſe it is the proper · 
tic of nature to ſeeke the preferuation of it ſelſe.
